On. 28 July, the National Security Agency designated 

\to serve on the lAC Ad Hoc Guided Missile 

Intelligence Survey Committee (IAC-D-8 1 / 12, Final, 19 July 1955). 

2. On 29 July, the Secretary informed the State-Defense 
Military Information Control Committee of the lAC's decision on 
the releas’e to SHAPE of estimates of indications of Soviet ag- 
gression (IAC-M-205, item 6). 

3. On 1 August, the Secretary informed the Director, National 
Indications Center, of the lAC's decision on the direct receipt by 
the NIC of NSA material (IAC-M-205, item 7). 

4. No objection having been raised by a member, the Secretary 
has authorized release to USIA of NIE 63, 3-55 "Probable Develonments 

in Laos." 26 July 1955, and| 1 25X1 

(IAC-M-205, Secretary's Note, item 5). 

5. The Secretary does not propose to release SNIE 11-10-55 
"Soviet Gross Capabilities for Attack on the US in 1965" to USIA, 

This matter will not be brought up at an lAC meeting except at the 
request of a member. 
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6. On 3 August, the lAC representatives agreed to complete 
the revision of NIE 11-6-54 by 29 November in order to time its 
completion with NSC review of basic national security policy and 
the budget. 
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
